look was more reassuring for a near 
tall than It has been slnre the riso 
fitarted. The kuuko reslstored the 
(;ovflrnineiii i>r(Miicti()n this morning 
nt 7 o'clock- -45 feet and had one- 
teiktli to spare. It rose seven-tenths 
of a toot In the last 14 hovn. 

Tomorrow momlnc'a raadinc o( 
(he gaufe probably will show another 
rise, but by Monday morning, barrin? 
tlie sudden meUIng of snow up and 
(Inwn the river and more rain, the 
Tiv'er will be at a stand ur with the 
first fall to Its credit. 

Three inohes of snow fell. One- 
tialf Inob of rain preceded the snow 
yesterday morning bnt neither as ret 
have had any appreciable effect on the 
river. The cold wt^atlier comes as 
■.\ boon from nature as cold weather 
M aiwa>'H the atrongeat deterrent to 
higb wter. 

Snow may add to the aufferlngs of 
thouaanda of people temporarily, but 
to the farmers It cornea as absolute 
SAlvatton. When spring plowing 
starts, unless the Krouiul has had a 
thorough freezing it is a much harder 
task to break It. It takes a hard 
freeze to loosen up the soil and coM 
Invariably has the effect of raising 
the ground and eivandlag It greatly. 
Should warm wa«ther hare eontlnnad 
the rains would liave caused the soil 
to run togatker and to cake in a way 
that makes pulverisation diidciilt for 
tho sowing of' ttwawtti^seed. Not 
only would the preparation of the 
soil be more dlfUcuIt, but the i|iia:it> 
ond quantity of the product would be 
much poorer and mnaller. 

Tb« dead anlet of the river front 
is in sharp contrast with the nsoKl 
Atmosphere of activity. The sun's 
rays are catialng a tiiist to rise that 
obscures Ihn Illinciis Khore. The 
)>ackets are all away or laid up. No 
wiirk at all is bMngdona'at the wajrs 
or dry docks. 

Two feet more of water would put 
the river into Washington street tut 
not into Broadway or Kentucky ave- 
nue. The river may come up to the 
46 foot mark on the gauge though 
the creep of the water now f» toMr- 
eal.

After lingsring for nearly ten 
hours. Mrs. Mauds Sohrand, 2B years 
old, died 4t 1:46 o'clock this morn 
Ing from horrible burns at her home 
1020 North Tenth street. Jeff Reeves, 
uer fonipanion, when the accident. 
whlch"*lh|su:te(l In her aeatn occur- 
red, wasi arrested, but not helJ on 
any charge in epaneotiwi with her 
Jeath. Be was tMd It to* hetng 
drunk and disorderly. 

The two were scuffling in Che 
room, according to the best accounts, 
and the woman's kininno, was whisk- 
ed Into the fl;imes of an open grate. 
The fire ran up her back and she 
screamed lor help. Reeves, In his 
"ondlUoa, was of UUle assistance, 
an.j finally fled from the hoosa leav- 
ing the woman to her fkta. 

The only ej-e witness to the horri- 
ble sosoe is the six-year-old son of 
Mr». Schrand, I.ieon Schrand, who 
witnetied the affair from the door- 
way leading from the back to the 
front room. Reeves wae captured 
J}efors dark. He was locked up on 
a ohargs of being dmnk and disor- 
derly. • 

The dead woman was the wife 
of Edward Sctirand, of MetPOpdle. 
III., but separated from him some 
time ago, taking her three «on^■. 
Frank, 8 years old; Leon. 6 yearh 
old, sad Harold, 4 years old, in cue- 
tody. 8ha llTSft In a threa-room 
house at IMO North Tsntl^ irtrest. 
her siBter, Mrs. Bmma Forca, lived 
with hor. 

Mrn Forre wn.s not at home yo*- 
teriiay afternoon and the children, ex- 
cept little Lrun ttho was playing in 
the second room, directly back of the 
mother's hsdroom wtksrs shs and 
Reeves wots talkiitg. wera also ab- 
neat The loud talking eowlted little 
Lean attention, and making for the 
door l.e entered the room Just in time 
■o ?ee the end. Between sobs the 
little tellow told his story to a r<j- 
porter as his mottier lay in the ad- 
Joining room suffering untold agon- 
ies, far beyond the'alil of phyaleiaiis 
and their medicines. 

Fannie I)ick<Tson on Scene. 
Fannie Dickerson, a 1 .j-.vear-old 
colored girl, was the first in tlio room 
after Reeves left. She wa- r.itr.utcd 
by the ftsantic Leon. The girl had 
lUo notlosd tha hatlass Reeves run- 
ling in uncertain strides towards the 
'iatoon. 

"I saw a big man wltli black hair 
ind mustache running from Mrs 
Schrand's house.'' the Dickorson girl 
■explained. ".Next came little I.eon. 

nd notflclng the door of Mrs 
jcbrand's house ajar and smoke Is- 
suing from It, naturallr thought it 
vas afire. I was carrying milk, but 

ottlng the pail on the ground I 
mode for the house. 

"I found Mi-8. Schrand sitting on 
the edge of the bed with no elothes 
in her lower limbs. On her breast 
and arms was the remnants of an 
under ahtrt burning to the skin. I 
Tr^bbed it and with ons wrsndli tore 

t from her. Back she fell, and' roU- 
ng on the bed tried to secure relief, 
-lie recognized me and begged me 
>».-ggcd any one. to do something for 
Iter." 

The appaaraaee of the bed indl- 
ateo that after the exit , of Reeves 
ind little Leon. His mother threw her- 
iolf on it and tried to smotbsr the 

flame.s. 

Captain Frank Harlan received an 
emergency call at the city h«H, and 
City Physician Harry Wllllamsan was 
In the b(\UdlBg. 'l%a patrol wagon 
was dispatched to tb« sesna with Dr. 
Williamson and reporters. 

It was a sickening scene presented 
when tihe doctor arrived. Drs. Johns- 
ton Bass and Horace T. Rivers had 
preceded the patrol, hut bad no 
snitahls dressings wKh 4ksa», not an' 
derstanding the nature of tha case 
when th«y started. ' 

The nauseating odor of burning 
Iflosh. mingled with burning rags was 
jioo much for some, who turned and 
I left the bouse. Linseed oil and other 
soothing lotions were spread on the 
'woman, and morphine injected to put 
her to steep. She was hard to io- 
fluence wltlh the drug, and did not 
Ispte Into unconsciouaneei until an 
hour after It was a/dministered. The

After caaUng Ms vote for first 
oqe and then another of his coU 
leagues during the 24 hour session 
of the board of aldermen, in the hope 
that the three Deniocmts present 
would join him in electing one of 
I hem .i^resldent, and impelled to 
face a crisis by the statement of the 
city solicltof that he wovld insUtnt* 
legal procsediags soon, Aldermaa 
Earl Palmer broke the deadlock last 
nlRht by obeying the mandates of hi* 
III '• ( 1 iriis and voting for himself. 
Ii U i, c ilier Palmer or Ilannan at 
the lasi hour, and as .Md' rman HaU' 
nan is ill, his election would have ac- 
complished nothing toward ths soln> 
tlon of those urgent problsms, legls> 
lative and ministerial, which must h« 
disposed of by the board of aider- 
men wIthiB four days. 

How satisfactory his action was to 
everjbody immediately concerned 
was indicated by the action of Alder* 
men Smith and Baker, who shook 
'nim by the hand after the adjourn- 
ment and said they were glad he ha4 
the courage to break the deadloeft. 
"We are throntfi with politics In tha 
board," they said. "We wlaTn tha 
d(rid:o< li had been broken last nlRht, 
but we appieclaite your position." 
I President Palmer Just as warmly 
replied that he would be governed by 
the best intersste of the dty rather 
than politics In his course. 

Then Alderman Stewart, whose 
sense of humor well known to his 
friends, finds as ready subjeat In 
h'mself as another. Shook hands with 
the president, anj remarked In moek 
reproof: "That was a bit Ironical, 
putting me on the cemetery commit' 
tee." 

On assomtag ths chair PrssMeal 
Pslmsr aald: 
Gentlemen «t tt» toard: 

"I realise that'Tou are all Bur> 
prised by the action just taken hy 
me and it Is pe-rhaps unn.s-es.sary for 
me to state to some of you how ali- 
solntely distasteful the action was to 
me. 

"No personal ambition could ever 
have induced ma to take advantage. 

In any manner, of a politica; opptm- 
ent when prostrated upon a bed of 
illnesH, hut toiiifflit. wr are cntifroiit- 
ed by conditions where llie welfare 
of the city Is phused In Jeopardy by a 
further continuance of «hls alder- 
manic deadlock. 

"The city solicitor has Just ex* 
plained to us the urgency of the eitr 
nation and the results which would 
follow If the condition had been fur- 
ther pKiloii.ced. As a citizen of Pa- 
ducah, I w;i:i anxious to see this con- 
dition improved, and as an alderman 
of the city of Paducah, It was my 
duty to work «n improvement in ths 
conditl9n K possthls. 

"An all wtae provlden'oe opened tha 
way, and while none can inori- deep- 
ly deplore than I, the f.ict that one 
of our fellow memhirs i~ i mstratisl, 
I believed It to be my duty to avail 
myself of the opportunity thus offer- 
ed to bring about • heter condition. 

"In this decishMi, i was guided by 
the advice of no one. I did my dutjr 
n>i I saw It and the consequeaceH of 
my action rests upon my head alone." 

The real cause of the breakins; of 
the deadlock is attributed by soma 
to Solicitor James Campbell, Jr. He 
spoke briefly after ten ballots wera 
taken with no result. 

"This deadlock is growing ser^- 
o'l"." Ill' declared. "I do not want to 
he considered as 'buttluff in." but I 
feel it my duly to Interfere if tiiese 
conditions continue. It will ultimate- 
ly result In costly litigation, and I 
warn both tactlona alike. If this 
deadlock is not soon broksn, if soms 
compromise is not effected. I shall 
mandamus you to pass bills, ac- 
counts and other financial matters 
tha! can not stand a delay." 

With this Solicito- Campbell sat 
down.

But what object lesson 
in chiTalry did he aad hia coUoagues 
have before them? At the ilrat mo- 
ment, with a trick, tty which Alder- 
man-elect Little was piM'siiaded to 
resHni and Alderninn .Sniitii i^ubsti- 
liited. they were brniiRlit f.ue to 
fare with the realization that no 
qisartor woi^ld be shown the mlnori- 
t}- of the general council, and even 
thoagh that minority eomprlaea the 
old members of the hoard of alder- 
men, partisan politics was to rule 
the course of leKlsIation.
